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Rep. Keenan announces the passage of School Building Assistance Bill 


State Representative Daniel Keenan praised 
passage of a bill by the House of Representatives 
which establishes the school modernization and 
reconstruction trust to fund all projects currently 
on the school building assistance wait list, continues 
paying all current obligations of the program, and 
dedicates a penny of the sales tax to school con¬ 
struction in order to secure reliable funding for this 
program well into the 21st century. 

“1 was pleased to support this bill," Rep. Dan 
Keenan said. “The SBA backlog has grown to more 
than 420 projects, representing $5.7 billion of capi¬ 
tal construction. At current funding levels it would 
take between 10 to 12 years to reach the end of this 
list. “The Legislatures plan full} meets the existing 
obligations of the state, and guarantees a dedicated 
funding stream for future projects." 

“I am especially pleased," Rep. Keenan contin¬ 
ued, “that we also will maintain our commitment to 
fund wait list projects at pre-existing reimbursement 
rates. Any project currently on the waiting list will 
be funded at the reimbursement rate promised by 
the Commonwealth. And because the Trust will be 


authorized to pay the full state share for each proj¬ 
ect before a municipality moves to long term bor¬ 
rowing, the state will save on long term interest 
costs, and the municipalities will get more of their 
promised grant money more swiftly than they 
expected.” 

In order to accomplish these improvements, 
the SBA reform bill passed today permanently dedi¬ 
cates a penny of the existing state sales tax, phased 
in over seven years, for a School Building Assistance 
Trust that will act as a financing authority for the 
state’s portion of school building projects. 

The Trust will provide communities with cash 
for the state’s share of reimbursable school con¬ 
struction costs - alleviating the need for the entire 
project to be financed at the local level. In the 
future, communities will finance only their own por¬ 
tion of these projects. 

The Trust will also be responsible for making 
contract assistance payments on old SBA obliga¬ 
tions. These will be paid, as currently, according to 
pre-existing amortization schedules. 

The Trust would be given a penny of state sales 


tax revenues from the budget - but it would also 
assume all of the liabilities of the existing program. 
This move to a sustainable off-budget entity allows 
for an increased financial commitment accompa¬ 
nied by structural improvements and a managerial 
focus to produce the best use of this funding. 

While the trust would begin by issuing 25-year 
debt backed by dedicated penny, over time, it would 
move to paying capital costs directly out of the 
penny front the sale's tax. The proposal is thus 
structured to transition into a program that uses 
100 percent of the revenues that we collect for capi¬ 
tal construction of school projects. 

“This plan represents a multi-billion-dollar 
reform of the program, and is the most sweeping 
change made since the inception of the program in 
1948,” Rep. Dan Keenan concluded. 

“I am proud to have worked with my colleagues 
in the House and Senate, and with the Treasurer, to 
craft this reform package, which guarantees fund¬ 
ing for the schools in my district which need this 
funding desperately, and ensures that this vital pro¬ 
gram will continue for many years.”

To The Editor: 

The Red White & Blue 

I’m only a bit of white, a flash of red, a few 
stars on an ocean of blue, a bit of cloth, a banner, 
a flag. I am your flag. I have changed many times 
over the years, but my colors remain the same. 

It was my Red, White, and Blue that gave 
courage to the small army of hungry, ill clad men 
who faced a horde of the enemy at Valley Forge. 

In the War of 1812, I flew bravely over the burned 
ruins of the White House and the Capitol as my 
subjects struggled to reaffirm their independence 
as a free nation. 

I grieved as blood and tears were shed when 
brother fought against brother in the Civil War, 
but rejoiced when the fighting ended. Our Civil 
War did not continue for generations as has hap¬ 
pened in so many other lands.

My colors flew over the beaches of 
Normandy on D-Day when hundreds of my coun¬ 
trymen died before the battle was won. I shared 
the jubilation as the Marines raised the Red, 
White and Blue at Iwo Jima. 

I was there when the Mash Units valiantly 
worked to repair the damage done to mind and 
body in the fields of Korea. I tried to understand 
both sides as our country’s unity was endangered 
when we invaded Vietnam. 1 felt proud when soot 
covered firemen raised me over the ruins of the 
Twin Towers. 

My citizens do not always act in harmony. 
Political parties seldom agree on anything and 
religions are continually at odds on many issues. 
We are no longer a “melting pot”; instead our 
many nationalities and races are determined to 
preserve their own cultures. Am I concerned:' 

No, I am not worried because I know that 
should any disaster threaten me, my countrymen 
will rally as they have in the past. Political, reli¬ 
gious, nationality and racial differences will be put 
aside as all my countrymen will gather under the 
Red, White and Blue and defeat any enemy. Long 
may I wave!

Baystate Medical announces new diabetes behavior counseling study 


The Behavioral Medicine Research 
Department at Baystate Medical Center has devel¬ 
oped a new computerized tool to motivate and edu¬ 
cate patients with type 2 diabetes who are interest¬ 
ed in improving their diabetes self management. 

“Motivational Interviewing (MI) is a new 
approach to behavior change counseling in dia¬ 
betes that is both practical and theory-based,” said 
Gary Welch Ph.D., director, Behavioral Medicine 
Research, BMC. “MI is a directive, patient-centered 
counseling approach that is increasingly being 
applied to chronic illnesses like diabetes. 

“MI trained counselors seek to harness the 
patient’s own internal motivation to make behavior 
changes,” said Welch. “The key to success is to 
come up with a treatment plan that the patient 
understands and also agrees to follow because it fits 


into the padent’s lifestyle and beliefs. 

“Baystate has developed both a web-based 
assessment tool and a 30-minute Ml counseling 
protocol to help our diabetes educators deliver 
more effective education interventions to their 
poorly controlled patients with type 2 diabetes,” 
said Welch. “We are now beginning a 4 year study 
funded by the national Institutes of Health using 
the assessment and protocol, with a broad based 
sample of 300 people with type 2 diabetes. 

In a randomized, controlled study, the BMC 
researchers have created three acdve conditions for 
study participants; (1) uses both the computerized 
MI assessment tool and MI interview protocol 
together; (2) uses the use of the computerized 
assessment tool alone; (3) uses the MI interview 
protocol alone. “With this design we will discover 


which components or combination is the most 
effective in improving patient blood glucose con¬ 
trol,” said Welch. 

Patients with type 2 diabetes and elevated 
blood glucose are being sought to participate in 
the new motivational interview ing study. Qualifying 
participants will receive 7 study counseling sessions, 
free of charge, and their blood gluco se control will 
be tracked carefully over this time. 

TO QUALIFY: 

• Participants should be between tihe ages of 30 
and 70, and have Type 2 Diabetes. 

• Be willing to attend due scheduled visits that 
are part of the study.

How Your Medical History Can 
Impact Your Dental Future 

When you see a dental professional for the first 
time, or for a re-care visit, you will be asked to com¬ 
plete or update your medical history. Have you ever 
wondered why? 

For many people it comes as a surprise when 


they are told that their medical condition has a 
direct impact on their oral health (and vice-versa). 
Many times, the very first signs of serious medical 
concerns are seen in the mouth. Therefore, in 
order to get a complete medical and dental health 
picture, a thorough and current medical history is 
required. 

Questions you will be asked may include 
lifestyle questions, for example, your use of tobacco 
products. In addition, a complete family medical 
history is required as well. You will be asked if there 
are any concerns that you believe require immedi¬ 
ate attention. Be frank and mention everything 
about your health, even if you think it does not 
relate to your mouth. Many diseases and conditions 
have a direct impact on your dental health. 
Moreover, your mouth may be considered a window 
into your overall well being. 

Mention any chronic or persistent conditions 
you may be experiencing and let the dentist know if 



you are under the care of a physician for stuch con¬ 
dition. Sometimes your condition will be an indica¬ 
tor of increased risk for oral disease. For example, 
periodontal disease is often a complication of dia¬ 
betes. 

Do not overlook allergies! Laiiex allergies, 
though rare, can be accommodated in the demaJ 
office. Any drug allergies must be mentioned as 
well. 

Most health history forms are comprehensive. 
If, however, you have a condition or medical con¬ 
cern that is not addressed on the form itself, be sure 
to bring this condition to the attention of tihe dental 
team in space provided on the form. Do not assume 
that just because the question was not asked, :t is not 
important. Rather, assume that EVEIttTHDv’G abour 
your health is important to yornr denta? ireatraent- 

AJ1 medications with their dose and frequence 
of dosage should also be included. Some medica¬ 
tions require modifications to your dental care. It is 
helpful if you can provide medication information 
several days BEFORE your first visit to a dentist new 
to you. This way, the dentist will be on notice of vour 
medications and can determine if modification to 
your dental treatment is indicated. 

For example, if you are on blood thin mens vour 
new dentist may require that you have a bleeding 
time established by your physician before undergo¬ 
ing a cleaning, filling, extraction, or other proce¬ 
dure that bleeding can be anticipated. Another 
example is women taking birch control pills. If you 
are taking birth control pills, you must let your den¬ 
tist know so that he or she does not prescribe a n ed- 
ication (antibiotics, for example) that will counter¬ 
act the birth control pills. 

Some medical conditions indicate ®hat you 
receive pre-medication with antibiotics before a den¬ 
tal procedure. A few of such conditions include 
joint replacement, artificial heart valves, (previous 
bacterial endocarditis, and congenital b cart defect. 

Anytime there is a change to your medical con¬ 
dition, be sure to keep your den tal records updated 
by filling out or updating your current health histo¬ 
ry form already on file. Someth me, people develop 
new allergies or begin a new habit (tobacco use, for 
example) or become pregnant Th e d en rise must 
have this information to make certain the dental 
treatment you receive is compatible with your cur¬ 
rent health status. 

Finally, be assured that your health history 
information will be used for diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment purposes only. All offices are required to have 
a written confidentiality protocol. Ask tic* review this 
protocol if you have any concerns regarding the 
confidentiality of your medical information.

The effects of a 
difference in leg lengths 

A fascinating study was recently performed by a 
medical doctor who is also a runner, to see if a dif¬ 
ference in leg length can create a biomechanical 
change. 

An MRI study was performed on the legs of nor¬ 
mal runners then a 1/4” wedge was inserted in one 


shoe to create pronation in the foot and an imbal¬ 
ance. 

A follow-up MRI was taken of the legs two weeks 
later. In only a two-week period, differences were 
observed in the bone and soft-tissue. 

This fascinating study reveals that a structural 
imbalance can create biomechanical changes. What 
causes leg length inequality? One leg can be actually 
.shorter than the other. This can be congenital or 
due to an injury early in life. 

for example, a broken leg in children can heal 
improperly and create an imbalance. Pronation on 
the feet can create a change in leg length. The legs 
are connected to the pelvis via the hips. 

Therefore, if the pelvis is not functioning prop¬ 
erly, it can create a functional short leg or leg length 
inequality. This creates imbalance on the system, 
which can lead to low back pain, hip pain, or sciati¬ 
ca.

Agawam Historical Society 
Long Ago In Agawam

Fences 

After the Agawam Meadows Association was legal¬ 
ly organized in 1782, each of 39 owners of land was 
left to decide what kind of fence he would build on 
his allotted section of tlie perimeter of the Meadows. 

William Miller, who owned many acres, chose to 


have his section located on Main St. across the high¬ 
way from his house. He built his fence of sawed lum¬ 
ber with a cap board on top, and kept it painted. It 
was kept in repair until about 1900. 

The style most commonly erected was the Post 
and Rail, which is now coming into style again as a 
garden and lawn fence. 

The old Virginia zig zag fence was used to some 
extent. Its many angles were apt to become filled with 
weeds and brush. 

The Herring-bone was an easy one to build and 
did not require any heavy post or the digging of post 
holes. 

The stump fence was used where the land nearby 
was being cleared of trees for cultivation. After the 
stumps were dug out, they were rolled in line and 
either placed close together or branches of trees 
interlocked between them. 

These fences were protection for some of the

most productive land in the area. The value of the 
Meadows for raising hay was due to the spring floods, 
which deposited layers of a rich silt, which acted like 
fertilizer. 

About once in 10 years, there would be a flood in 
the summer. This rendered the crops useless as cattle 
feed for that year, but the following season was sure to 
produce a good crop. 

The Agawam Meadows Association was active 
until 1880, when its last annual meeting was held at 
the home of Justin Coo/ey on Main St.

The Wealth Effect 

Have you been spending more lately, even 
though your income has not gone up? Perhaps 
your property value has appreciated, your invest¬ 
ment portfolio is on the rise, and you feel wealthier 
than you have in a quite a while. If so, you may be 
prompted to spend more money, even though your 
income hasn’t increased. Economists call this the 
“wealth effect,” a phenomenon that can sidetrack 
consumers .from reaching their long-term financial 
goals. 

Typically, as investors see their retirement 
accounts and home equity improving, they feel bet¬ 
ter about putting more of their paycheck back into 
the economy. Economists esdmate that consumer 
spending fuels approximately two-thirds of the 
economy.

Home Sweet Home 

This false sense of wealth often starts with the 
increased value of your home. However, because 
you live in your home, its appreciation should be 
considered differently than an increase in stock 
performance. While you can sell stocks and bonds 
to capitalize on growth and rebalance your portfo¬ 
lio, your home is a roof over your head and should¬ 
n’t be treated the same. For example, you should 
not cash out the appreciation in your home until 
you are ready to make a major lifestyle change, 
such as downsizing for retirement or relocating to 
where prices are lower.

* Max out retirement savings: Before you buy a

Bridge Financing 

Most homebuyers who already own a home 
have enough equity in the property for a down pay¬ 
ment on the new one. It works out best, of course, 
if the first home sells before the purchase of the 
second one. In the event this doesn’t happen, a 
bridge loan’ or ‘bridge financing’ is used. 

„ A bridge loan is a loan that is made against the 



property that’s being sold. Sometimes called ‘swing 
financing’ or ‘interim financing’, a bridge loan is 
usually short-term and due in about six months. In 
die event the property doesn’t sell before the note 
is due, the lender may grant an extension, but this 
detail should be worked out when the loan is made. 

I he lender of the bridge loan and the lender 
°l your new mortgage will need assurances that 
you re able to handle the burden of owning two 
homes. Some lenders will consider rental income 
on the home that’s being sold. A signed lease 
agreement usually serves as proof of the rental 
income. 

Some interim loans are interest-only, while oth¬ 
ers have deferred payments. The interest accrues 
and then is paid back to the lender when the note 
is paid off. As a result, monthly payments are lower, 
and qualifying for the loan is a bit easier. 

While a bridge loan,is based yn ^le equity in 


your home, most lenders won’t loan the full 
amount. Generally, the amount of the bridge loan 
plus the balance of the mortgage cannot exceed 
eight percent of the value of the property. 
Homeowners who have a second mortgage are 
olten unable to quality for a bridge loan. 

11 you find yourself in a position to close on 
your new home before vour previous home sells, 
you may be able to create bridge financing bv t.ik¬ 
ing both a first and second mortgage on the new 
home. 1 he second mortgage will be paid oil in full 
when the old house sells, and you’ll keep the first 
mortgage long-term. The second mortgage will 
most likely have a 15-year term, so you won’t be 
under the gun to sell your former home in six 
months or less. You’ll need to have at least ten per¬ 
cent down to work out this financing w ith the 
lender. Be sure that the second mortgage doesn't 
have .i prepayment penalty

Ludlow Ends Agawam 2-Year Reign 
At Western Mass. Volleyball Semi-Finals 


Second-seeded Ludlow High School, a team 
Agawam High Coach Pat Demers called dangerous 
before the tournament, ended the Brownies’ dreams 
of a three-peat with a convincing, 3-1 victory Tuesday 
night in the Western Mass. Volleyball Semi-Finals at 
Holyoke Community College. 

The Brownies came into the 2004 tournament 
as the two-time defending Western Mass, champs. 
They had split with the Lions during the regular sea¬ 
son (winning one early and losing one late) and set¬ 
tled for a second place tie in the North Division with 
Ludlow behind top-seeded and undefeated 
Minnechaug Regional. 

Minnechaug and Ludlow now square-off for the 
Western Mass, title on Thursday, Tune 3rd, also at 
HCC. 

The Brownies had rolled into the semi-finals fol¬ 
lowing an easy, quarter-final shellacking over 
Putnam Vocational in three straight games, 30-lb, 
30-22, and 30-17 at the friendly confines of Cliff 
Kibbe Gym at AHS. 

The Brownies began Tuesday’s semi-final with a 
tight, 31-29 win over Ludlow in game one. 

After that, however, the Lions reeled off three 
straight games, 30-23, 30-25, and 30-23, prompting 
Demers to state, “I think some of the kids got 
involved in the emotion of the moment. Our inexpe¬ 
rience showed. It’s a lot different playing at HCC 
than in our home gym. We just seemed to be over¬ 
whelmed. But 1 am proud of these kids. They never 
gave up despite being under immense pressure all 
night.” 

Agawam was awarded the first serve of the 


match and led 13-12 at the end of the first round of 
serving. Ludlow took a time out to talk things over 
and to try to gain some momentum of its own. But 
the Brownies were able to maintain a slim advantage 
right up until scoring the 31st point of the game for 
the 31-29 win. 

The Brownies opened game two coming off the 
confidence of taking game one. They entended their 
lead to 5-1 and then to 10-5 before Ludlow changed 
things around on offense and eventually tied the 
Brownies at 12-12. Ludlow then seized the advantage 
at 22-16 and never looked back from there. 

Agawam’s passing was now way off and game two 
slipped away, 30-23. 

Game three again got off on the right foot for 
the Brownies. They led by six points after the first 
round of serving and still held a 22-17 lead during 
the second round before the wheels began to unrav¬ 
el. 

Demers said one of the keys to Agawam’s demise 
was the team’s passing. “We just didn’t have a good 
night passing the ball and at times it caused us to 
play like we were stuck in the mud.” 

Ludlow tied things at 25-25 before seizing the 
game at crunch time by reeling off six straight 
points for the 31-25 win. 

With their backs squarely against the walls, the 
Brownies fought tooth and nail during the first 
round of serving to forge a 9-9 tie in game four. 
They even led 23-20 through the second round of 
serving before Ludlow put the hammer down and 
outscored the Brownies 13-3 down the stretch. 

At 25-20, Ludlow, Demers called time in an 


attempt to thwart the Lions’ momentum. It worked 
for a little while but in the end, the Lions outscored 
the Brownies 6-3 to the wire to take the fourth and 
deciding game. 

The Brownies received yeoman’s efforts from 
their two All-Scholastic senior captains, Alex 
Vilkhovoy and Matt Hartmann. “Alex and Matt tried 
very hard to settle the younger kids down. They had 
the experience of being in this situation but the 
younger kids didn’t. Both of them played very well 
for us.” 

Vilkhovoy ended with 22 kills, 4 digs, and 10 
service points. Hartmann had 34 assists and 3 blocks. 
Senior Jessie Clauson had 6 kills, 3 digs, and 11 serv¬ 
ice points, and senior Tom Gorman added 9 kills 
and 4 blocks for points. 

Matt Stychiewicz had 2 kills, 2 blocks for points, 
and 7 service points. Alex Friedrich had 4 kills, 1 
ace, and 10 service points, and Mike Thomas added 
3 digs, 4 saves, and had a pretty strong night on 
defense. 

Junior Matt Sadowski had 4 digs and also gave a 
good effort on defense, noted Demers. 

The Brownies will be losing two of the pro¬ 
gram’s best blue chippers in Hartmann and 
Vilkhovoy, as well as the improved play of newcom¬ 
ers Gorman and Clausen. “Matt and Alex have been 
such an important part of this program and of our 
championship teams,” said Demers. “We will miss 
them greatly. And Tom and Jessie each came a long 
way this year to help us go as far as we did,” 
remarked Demers. 

The Brownies ended at 16-4. 


Malloy Wins WMass. High Jump; Midura & Sullivan 
P\ace Second For Boys At Track Championships

On what certainly may have been her very last 
jump as a schoolgirl in Western Mass, competition, 
Agawam High School senior Katie Malloy cleared 
5.2 feet to win the Division 1 high jump title at last 
Saturday’s Western Mass. Track & Field 
Championships at Holyoke High School’s very nice 
but very wind-blown all-weather athletic complex. 

With opponents from Amherst and Minnechaug 
already having missed all three of their attempts at 
5.2 feet, Malloy’s third and final jump was a spectac¬ 
ular one - she easily cleared the bar and won her 
first outdoor high jump title after finishing as the 
runner-up in 2003 and 2002. 

Malloy was surrounded by several of her team¬ 
mates while a bunch of Agawam fans cheered her 
on. Girls' track Coach Dan Pryce whistled a sigh of 
relief for his perennial All-Scholastic senior, who has 
won the indoor title twice but was seeking her first 
outdoors. 

Malloy’s 10 points boosted Agawam’s team score 
to 28.5 points, good for sixth overall but far away 
from four-time winner Amherst Regional (138 
points) and runnerup Minnechaug Regional (125). 
These two teams simply ran away from the rest of 
the field. East Longmeadow was third with 56.5 
points followed by Longmeadow (44) and 
Northampton (30). 

On the boys’ side, All-Scholastic senior captain 
Peter Midura, the defending champ in the 800 
meter run, was defeated by a Longmeadow oppo¬ 
nent by .91 seconds to take second place. Midura’s 
time was 2:02.93. 

In one of the day’s surprises, Brownie senior 
Ryan Sullivan, who returned to track and field as a 
senior, placed second in the 300 meter hurdles at 
42.73 seconds, showing a strong kick in the last 60 
meters of the race. 

Midura and Sullivan combined for 16 points to 
help the Brownies, under Coach Bill Dillon, end up 
in seventh place (28 points). Minnechaug successful¬ 
ly defended its 2003 title with 102 points, followed 
by Amherst with 92 points. In third was pre-meet 
favorite Longmeadow (83.5 points). Westfield (67), 
East Longmeadow (42.5), and Chicopee Comp (29) 
were the next three teams in before the Brownies. 

Malloy, Midura, and Sullivan will now go on to 
the State Track & Field Championships on Saturday, 
June 5th, at Holyoke High School. This is the first 
time in a while that Western Mass, has hosted this 
event. 

For the Brownie girls, senior captain Bri 


Nicklaw completed a very good career by scoring in 
two events. She tied for fourth at 4.8 feet in the high 
jump and tied for fourth in the pole vault at 7.6 feet. 

Sophomore Julie Persico, hampered for most of 
the spring with a leg injury to keep her out of the 
running events, scored in the javelin with a heave of 
100.3 feet in the heavy wind. She finished fourth 
overall and went over the 100 foot mark for the first 
time. 

The Brownie girls scored in all three relays, with 
the 4 x 400 team just missing a berth in the state 
championships. Katie Malloy, with her twin sister, 
Alicia Malloy, sophomore Lauren Surprenant, and 
freshman Lindsey Pfau, placed third at 4:25.50 in 
the 4 x 400. Minnechaug was second at 4:25.09, tak¬ 
ing second at the wire. 

The 4 x 100 meter relay team of Lauren 
Surprenant, freshman Caitlin Breault, junior Jessica 
Lalli, and junior Jessica Pokora placed fifth at 54.28 
seconds, and the 4 x 800 meter relay team of sopho¬ 
more Stephanie Midura, junior Kristen Pfau, senior 
Vicky Urrea, and sophomore Sara Keene placed 
sixth at 10:58.73. 

“All in all, I was very pleased with the way our 


three relays team ran,” said Pryce afterwards. “Some 
of the younger girls gained valuable experience 
today and this will really help us next year.” 

With boys’ Coach Bill Dillon running from 
venue to venue to keep up with his charges, 
Agawam’s improving distance team received a boost¬ 
er shot when junior Kevin Clark took third in the 
mile at 4:44.36. 

Junior Nick Jacks was sixth in the 100 meter 
dash at 11.52 seconds. Senior captain Nick Gumlaw, 
the top seed going into the championships with a 
time of 10.9 seconds, was still bothered by a nagging 
injury that kept him from qualifying for the finals 
after the preliminary round. 

Senior Randy Carlton gave the Brownies more 
team points in the 800 meter run with a fifth place 
finish at 2:07.71. 

Gumlaw was able to help his team place sixth in 
the 4 x 100 meter relay at 46.85 seconds.
